Nine Years of Stormy History He 
Kept His State From Being Involved 
in Any of the Revolutions That Dis- 
rupted Mexico and Then Puzzled 
Everyone by Quitting. 


The sudden demise of a public offi- 


! clal in Mexico is such an erery day 
' occureace that the peaceful reslgna- 
; tion o£ Gen. Estaban Canto, governor 
j of Lower California, was scarcely no- 
' ticed by Mr. Average American Citi- 
zen. Cantu's peaceful passing into 
private life is not being ignored, how- 
ever, by shrewd students of interna- 
tional events, writes Paul J. Brlndel 
in the Chicago Daily News. 


Any man who can peacefully resign 


his office In Mexico on his own terms 
/is worthy of American interest.' Add 


the fact that Cantu ruled successfully 
most of Lower California through the 
nine stormiest yews of Mexico's his- 
tory, and yon" have another Interesting 
Item. 
But most interesting of all is 


the seemingly unanswerable question 
of "why did Cantu resign*" Tree. De 
la Hnerta and Obregon had threatened 
dire things against him. Including in- 
vasion of Lower California, If he did 
not.

IVaHe the Maderos, 
Huerta, Carranza. Villa. Angeles and 
Zapata each strove to succeed to the 
crown of Diaz, Cantu stock to bis 
knitting as governor ia his border 
capital of Slesicali, opposite Calexlco. 
CaL, metropolis of the Imperial Vat 
ley.The best token of his success In re- 
fusing to be one of the many "saviors" 
of Mexico is evidenced by the fact that

far as is known no reputable citizen of 
the United States ever lost his life or 
even was molested In Lower Califor- 
nia during Cantr's administration.
